Drive For Overseas Relief Set

Henry J. Kaiser, Nationa 
Chairman of the United Nation 
al Clothing Collection of th 
past spring, outlined plans re 
cently for a second nation-wid 
effort to collect clothing that i 
urgently needed for oversea: 
lief.

Hillman R. Lee is Torranc 
chairman.

This second clothing campalgi 
which President Trueman askc 
Mr. Kaiser to lead, is to b 
known as the Victory Clothin, 
Collection. It will begin Januarj 
7 in thousands of America 
communities and will continu 
through January 31. Its natlona 
goal is not to be based on 
poundage. Instead, the America 
people are asked to contribut 
100,000,000 garments, with ad 
ditlonal shoes and bedding.

In the earlier collection, thi 
national goal of 150.000.OiX 
pounds of serviceable used cloth 
ing was more than met. A: 
that drive, the Victory Clothing 
Collection will be conducted by 
the United National Clothi 
Collection; Inc. and will be a 
united effort on behalf of UN 
RRA (the United Nations Re­ 
lief and Rehabilitation Admini 
tratlon) by war relief agencies

House Sunday that President 
Truman, who considered the 
need for a second clothing col­ 
lection "Imperative," had called 
upon Mr. Kaiser and all the lo­ 
cal chairmen of the clothing 
drive of the past spring to serve 
again and to conduct the new 
undertaking. Simultaneously, Mr. 
Kaiser's letter accepting the re­ 
sponsibility was made public.

Dan A. West, director of the 
Division for Contributed Sup­ 
plies of UNRRA, is Executive 
Director of this now collection 
as he was of the United Na­ 
tional Clothing Collodion.

Pointing out that the success 
of the Victory Clothing Collec­ 
tion is dependent, upon ablo 
leadership In every community 
and the Individual effort of all 
Americans, Mr. Kaiser disclosed 
last night that ho had appealed 
to   the 7.671 men and women 
who acted as community chair­ 
men in the earlier clothing drive 
to serve again.

In commenting on this invi­ 
tation, he stated: "There were 
many who told us last spring, 
'It can't be done'. But when the 
150,000,000 pound goal was ex­ 
ceeded, the American people 
proved It can be done.

"I am fully aware that this 
new collection means not only 
effort but sacrifice on the part 
of all. But I have word from 
Governor Lehman, Director Gen­ 
eral of UNRRA, that the cloth­ 
ing already contributed is not 
sufficient to meet the now 
known requirements of the war 
devastated areas. The liberated 
peoples of Europe suffer contin- 
icd privation and want. Victory 
n the Pacific has brought'many 

more millions of war victims
ithin the range of our as> 

ance."
An added feature of the Vie- 

ory Clothing Collection accord- 
ng to 'Mr. Kaiser is that each 
contributor will be invited to 
enclose in the garments a "good- 
vlll" letter to the unknown re- 
:ipient overseas, ''l am tremen­ 

dously interested," Mr. Kaiser 
said, "in the contribution which 
his expression of international 
'riendshlp can bring to the 
jeace of the world."

UNRRA will ship the clothes, 
shoes and bedding contributed
